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RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS 

The river had riseu nearly two inches last 
evening. A dispatch from Frankfort received 
at noon yesterday says tde river there had risen 
€ inches and was still rising. At -Pittsburg it 
was also rising yesterday and raising hard.

The S. P. Hibbdrd is the mailbott for Cin- 
cinnati to day and the Clifton is the Carroliton 
packet. 

The light-draught packet Tennessee leaves 
for Cairo this evening and the Ere for New 



Naihvitle Packet.— The fine steamer 
will go into the Nashville trade as 
as the stage of the river will admit. She 
is a fine boat and has spiendid accommodations 
and excellent officers. 

The H. D. Morton, loaded with Government 
freight for Fort Randall, was snagged in the 
Missouri river, two miles below Nebraska City, 
on Sundas*, the 12 h ult. She was run ashore 
immediately, pumps woiked successfully, and 
the le^k stopped without damage, except to two 
hundred sacks of corn, which composed the 
bottom layer of freight in tbenold. 
The St. Louis Democrat of Sunday says: 

Ttoe river opposite, at the present time, is fall- 
injwst, bavitg fallen between Wednesday night 
and last night at least 15 inches. It fell yester 
day alone 8 inches. Tae last boats from the 
Illinois, report that stream falling from Peoria 
down. The upper Mississippi is also falling, 
and it is thought that the boats which have re- 
cently left with the intention of crossing the ra- 
pids, will fail in tiia* purpose. The Missouri is 
failing again, having risen only a little — not 
enough to benefi: navigation materially.

inches water in the channel and rising slowly. 

There is now sufficient water for li^ht-draught 

staamers. 



An American Swindle in Paris —The 
following paragra; h is from a Paris letter to the 
New York Express: 

Some months since an association was organ- 
iked in Paris, calling itself a "Colonization So- 
ciety," and claiming to own a million acres of 
land in Western Virgi-.ia. Grants of this land 
were sold at very low price?, and the bait was 
Uksn very well among the uncautious, when 
it was found that the title to the lands which 
the company claimed to possess was utterly 
worthless, the fact being that much of the lands 
were already occupied by peo le who had 
bought the property from the State of Virginia, 
under the law which enabled the Commonwealth 
to sell unclaimed real estate to pay taxes. In 
abort, the whole auair was a swindle. 

Bold Robbery— On Monday evening, about 
hal* past 9 o'clock, while Mr. John McElroy 
was in his store, some thief or thieves fastened 
him in by passing a stick through the latch of 
the door, and having thus prevented his ogress, 
they broke the class in a window having a glass 
casing inside, and seized a small chest which 
by the window on a ccunter, and 
"with it Ttoe trunk contained thir- 
cages of bank bills, of a hundred dol- 
lars each, and three hundred dollars in gold. 
This is the boldest, as it is one of tae heaviest 
robberie3 which has taken place in this vicinity 
for a long time.— Botton Trav.

Th* total loss 
by the burning of the Spaulding, cargo and 
vessel, is estimated at $90,000. 

Is Naturalization bv a Coukty Court 
Valid?— The question was answered in the 
negative last year, by Hon. James Harlan, At- 
torney Geieral of Kentucky, and, for the infor- 
mation of the officers of the election, we here 
republish his opinion: 

Office cf Attorney General, \ 
Franrfort, July 26, 185o. ^ 
J. B. Payne, E:q , Newport, Ky.: 

Sir — The question upon which you desire my 
opinion, is whether the County Courts in this 
State, as at present organized, have the power 
to receive de:lara»ions of aliens, and, on appli- 
cation, to admit them to become citizen* of 'the 
United States? 

By the 3 i section of the act of Congress of 
1802, to establish a uniform rule of naturaliza- 
ion, every Court of Record in any individual 
State havirg Common Law Jurisdiction and a 
seal and clerk, or prothonotary, has the power 
to abjudicate and carry into effect the provis- 
ions of that act and the several amendments 
thereto. 

Each of the County Courts in this State has 
a clerk and seal, and is a Court of Record by 
tne Statute creating them. Revised Statutes, 
235. But are they Courts of -Common Law 
Jurisdiction within the meaning of the act ot 
Congress? 

By referring to the Revised Statutes (page 
234) and the Code of Practice (title 2, section 
15 to 29 inclusive), it will be seen that the ju- 
risdiction of a county court extends to the fiscal 
y.ffws of the county, laying and collecting a 
levy, erecting public buildiDgs and bridges, ap 
pointing surveyors cf public roads, the^robate 
of wills, granting letters of administration, the 
division of lands and slaves, assignment of dow 
er, establishment of ferries, cases of bastardy, 
&c. But there is nothing in the law that au- 
thorizes the insti'ution of an action, civil or 
criminal, or the filing of a bill in equity, or vest- 
ing it wilh any common law jurisdiction what- 
ever. 

The jurisdiction to try appeals from justices 
of »he peace, given by the Revised Slaiutes, i 
taken away by the Code of Practice. So that 
a county court cannot, in any aspect, be re- 
garded as a court of common law jurisdiction, 
for the trial of cases, civil or criminal, at law 
or in equity, and const q lently is not oue of the 
courts embraced by tne acts of Congress to 
whom jurisdiction is given to carry into effect 
the laws relating to the naturalization of aliens. 

If my conclusions are right, it follows that 
certificates of naturalization— if any there be— 
granted by county courts are void. This opin- 
ion does not apply to the Jefferson County 
Court, because its organization is under a spe- 
cial act, different in many respects from the 
general laws concerning county ^courts

has passtii h»o tie custody of the United 
States, and tha* ' l .e oo»t of its late important 
improvements has b+en defrayed by the G, v- 
ernment. We learn from one of the Directors 
of the Company that this impression is errone- 
ous. 

In the year 1842, at the instance of the indi- 
vidual 6'ockhclders, the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky amended the charter cf the Company, 
providing that the entire net receipts of the ca- 
nal sb«uld be appUed to the purchase ar.d ex- 
tinction of the individual stock; that, oo soon 
•s the same should be 60 extinguished, the Board 
of Directors should offer the work to the Uni- 
ted States, and that thereafter M higher tolls 
should be charged than would be required to 
raise a sum sufficient to keep the canal in re- 
pair and defray (ha expense of its manage- 
ment. If the United States declined to receive 
it, the Board w; re then to offer it to the State 
of Kentucky, and, if declined by the State, 
they were fo offer it to the city of Louisville 
in January, 1855, the Board announced to 
the Treasury Department that they were pre- 
pared to extinguish the remaining individual 
stock, and to transfer the woik to ihe United 
Sta'es. The Secretary of the Treasury replied 
that it could not be leceived until Congress 
sbculd rass an act authorizing if, and reques'ed 
that the President and Directors of the Com- 
pany should each continue to hold one share 
of stock, so that the corporate organization 
might remain, and the Board contitsue to man- 
age the wo.k until Congress should fun ish au- 
thority for its leception by the United States. 
1 hus the matter yet stands. The Board is 
composed of James Marshall, Fresiden'; G. 
W. Mtriwet> er, J. H. Rhorer, Chas. H. Lew- 
is, and Chas. W. Short, Directors. 

In February, 1855, the Board reduced the 
toll to 25 certs per ton, a rate deemed adequate 
to raise a fuffi-ient sum to putthe work in prop- 
er repair. The net amount that had accrued 
up to the 1st of August, 1856, was about $87 
000, whereupon the canal was closed and a 
thorough repair commenced. 

The canal has been in use about a quarter o; 
a century, and this is the first effectual clean- 
ing it has ever had. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that in seme places the loose stone, bro- 
ken wherl-timhers, sand, etc , had accumula- 
ted to a depth of four feet. It was geneially 
found tbout three feet. The side ledges of 
stor.e. trcm four to eight feet in verti- 
cal thickness, and projecting from six to 
twelve feet within the lines of the canal, 
have now been blasted off and removed, leaving 
the walls perpendicular to the base line and 
makiucr the narrow passes from ten to twelve 
feet wider. Two spacious basins have been 
completed, by the use of which boats meeting 
may pass each o'her. This is a most v aluable 
improveujciit. as i' will prevent the vexatious 
delays to which boats have so long been sub 
jected. The locks have been thoroughly re- 
paired. A side wall tf one of them has been 
entirely rebuilt with new masonry. A sfronz 
guard-gate has been built near the bead of the 
canal, by which the water can hereafter be 
shut off z' <.ny moment. The defective slope 
pi..ements have been substantially repaired 
Souie of them have been replaced with new 
masonr} ;aLd the stone bridge, that abomination 
in tne sight of all steamboatmen, has been taken 
down and removed and a pivot bridge, to re- 
place it, is in process cf construction. 

Altogether, these improvements have re- 
quited a vast amount of labor, and it surprises 
every one that they hav e been carried to com- 
pletion in so short a time. The Company was 
very fortunate in securing the set vices of Ed- 
ward Wa'ts, Esq , of Carlisle, Pa , a very able 
civil engineer, of great practical experience, 
under whose direction ar.d superintendence the 
work was placed, and he certainly deserves the 
warmest thanks of the steamboatmen, and in- 
deed of the entire West, for the admirable man- 
ner in which be has carried it through. He 
has converted wimt was literally an obstruction 
into one of the best canals in the country. 

We are pleased to learn that the Company 
have engaged Mr. Watts to make a survey for 
a branch canal, with a new set of locks of suf- 
ficient dimensions to admit the larger classes of 
boats. We are assured that this may be done 
at a comparanVely light cost, and it is believed 
that if the plan be properly presented, now 
that the entire West is united in favor of such 
ogress will not deny the

Expedition to the South \t* iktic — The 
U. S. storeship Rfle it say? the Boston Jour- 
nal, ore of !h< ■ •• e.s ol the Hartstene Expe- 
iig pursuit of Dr. Kane-, l.a- been selected 
by the Government for the purpose of visiting 
the American shores tf the South Atlantic, to 
procure sugar cane and seeds under the api-o- 
priation of $75,000 which was made for that 
object at the last session of Congress.

London, October 17, 1^56. 
The position of the money market is un- 
changed. Some accounts from Paris represent 
that the pressure upon the Bank of France is 
diminishing, but tiiey are too vague to excite 
mrch confidence. Heiethe demand for gold 
for exportation, and the co, sequent it flux of 
fore ; gn papsr for discouut, i= unabated, and 
there have even been apprehensions of a furth- 
er rise in the rate. These were premature, but 
the Barm have Rot altogether abstainer from In* 
crtasinx the exis'insi restrictions. In ordinary 
circum-tances they have usually been willing 
toadvat ce money on Government stock on the 
same terms as those at which they have take:, 
commercial bills, but the day before yesterday 
they refused to a ake loans of this kind for a 
linger period than seven days, and yesterday 
they announced thai they would refuse them al- 
together. 

This determina'ion produced a renewed fall 
on the Stock Exchange. Consuls, wlvich at 
the last date, were quo ed at had suddenly 
recovered to within a fraction oi 92, owing to 
a report, which obtained general circulation 
yesterday morning, that the Bank of France 
had resolved to suspend specie payments, and, 
just as a reaction was commencing from a uon- 
cjnfi r matijn of the rumor, ihe notification from 
the Bank on this side became known, which 
hastentd the fall, which continued until they 
reached 9 'J. Todiy there has been a better 
feeling, anu the final quotation is 9lg. 

TLe question whether the crisis is to con'inr,e 
depends entirely on the course of events in 
France, and, as the influences in operation in 
that countiy are in a great measure the results 
merely of panic, any attempt to solve the prob- 
lem must be vaiu. AH persons here see that 
there is nothing to be done, but to wait day by 
day the quotations from tue Paris Bourse, and 
the repor s as to the fluctuations in the amount 
of bullion in the Bank of France and i s 
branches. Iu this country, everything is sound, 
md the fact is confirmed from all quarters that 
the;e never was a period of such general ac- 
tivity, combined with so complete an absence 
of nana thy speculation. 

The movements in the discount market fail to 
produce the slightest effect on the prices of pro- 
duce or tha industry of manufacturer-; and out 
of the region of the stock exchange no one 
would be aware, from any unusual signs, that 
the course of financial affairs was experiencing 
the slightest disturbance. 

At tne depirture of the last packet there was 
a statement chut the Bank or France had con- 
tracted with Messrs. Rothschild to supply them 
vviih $32,000,1)00 cf gold, as fast as tue rnean^ 
could be found. It is now 3*14 that a contract 
has been made, hut that its exact amount is not 
known. According to .ome persons it is not 
more than half the total originally mentioned. 
All tha' is positively a-certained is that orders 
hove been sen: not merely to London, and to 
various parts of the continent, but to N. York, 
to buy u-> all that can be procured. Whether 
the means employed for obtaining it include the 
raising cf money on tha hypothecation of stocks, 
or the sale of sixty days paper created for the 
purpose, is \ petAl whrcli will doubtless give 
rise to some interesting conjectures. 

Amid all the confusion, the letuarkabl; fact 
of the total absence of commercial failures, not 
merely in England and Germany, but in France, 
where all the mischief originated, is still pre- 
sented. Not a single rumor of difficulty of this 
kind has ye? been beard. 

The Back of Amsterdam yesterday raised its 
rates of discount to 5 per cent. Up to the ei_d 
of last month it had stood at 4 per cent.; but it 
was then advanced to 4L 

ihe ui easiness oa tne continent regarding 
the displacement ol silver by gold is inciea-ung, 
and, as the point is wholly independent >f tie 
existing crisis, it must continue to attract at- 
tention, even after the prevailing embarrass- 
ment has subsided. Austria is believed to con- 
template the adoption of a gold standard when- 
ever she returns to specie payments, and at 
Hamburg the Board of Commerce have ju=t 
recommei ded the substitution of that metal for 
the exuting silver currency. 

The intelligence of an ultimatum having been 
forwarded by France and England to the King 
of Naples has been confirmed; and it was ex- 
pected to reach him yesterday. It is repre- 
sented to be of a very moderate character, but 
his Majesty is said to have determined upon a 
high course, such as becomes a Bourbon. His 
courage is perhaps stimulated by the belief that 
Louis Naioleon would be no less frightened 
ihan himself at the prospect of a revolution in 
Italy; and that under these circumstances, coup- 
led with financial distress in Pari', there is no 
reason to apprehend anything beyond make- 
believe measures According to some accounts, 
France has stipulated, tha', although the com- 
bined fleets are to cruise off Naples, they shall 
not approach close to the city, as she believes 
that by this means all danger of an outbreak 
may be avoided. 

Accounts from Austr alia show that the gold 
production of the first half of 1856 has realized 
the expectations expressed at the beginning of 
the year. It waa then said that a total equal to 
$60,000,000 might be relied upon in the twelve 
months. The actual shipments for six months 
appear to have been $31,600,000 Last year, 
in the same period, they were $23,600,000. 

The report of the Liverpool cotton market 
for the week shows continued firmness. 

The wheat market haa remained without al- 
teration.

A Dwl in Texas.— Wm. Autry, known as 
"Dock Autry," and Wm. Carson, fought a 
duel eight miles below Seguin. They used 
double-barrel shot-guns and six shooters, and 
commenced at 120 paces apart, and continued 
advancing and firing until within six or eight 
feet, when Carson was shot through with a six 
shooter and died in two hours. Autry was not 
hurt, but some buckshot struck him upon the first 
fire, too much apart to do any injury, and a pis- 
tol shot passed through his vest and shirt, just 
missing him.

The London Times thu3 pleasantly and 
clev t rly commemorates the last small end of the 
Central Am iican question: 

Poli'ical and national events are apt to be 
smalt in their begrnr ings and in their ending 3 . 
In shape they are pointed at both ends, and 
buUe out in the cen re. They make very little 
noise at firs"; then they g«t to be understood, 
excite attention, create discussion, and form 
the subjects of debates in Parliament;'hen they 
gradually withdraw and disappear from the 
public eye, an occasional allusion in the public 
press just keeping up a faint shadow of exis- 
tence till at last every trace is gone. They are 
emblematic, in short, of human life, which is 
brought up in the quiet of the nursery, is next 
found making a great show in Parliament or at 
the bar, or on the fi»ld of battle, and finally 
withdraws into the retirement which precedes 
the grave. The jr. eat Central American ques 
tion has gone through the first and is now in the 
last of these stages; having widened out from a 
very small point it has now arrived at a point 
again, and, having started in the retirement of 
the nursery, in which it was training for the 
noise and publicity which it sub-equenMy at- 
tained, it has now entered on the retirement 
which precedes a total demise. How difficult 
it was to attract any sort of attention to it at 
first! It was in vain that the press put oa a 
grave look, or told its readers that there was 
more in the matter than they thought, that it 
might have serious irsues, and that the little 
cloud which was less than a mark's hand might 
herald a storm In spite of all warnings, the 
public would not for a long time either under- 
stand or care anythirg about Central America. 
Half the world did not know what Central 
America was, and it was too much trouble to 
look it out on the map. This was the nursery 
of the Central American quest.on. Then grad- 
ually the public ear was caught, the contents 
of blue-books were exposed, fresh dispatches 
came i questions from time to time were ask 
ed in Parliament, an ambassador was dismissed 
the affair assumed an air c f importance, 't:» 
press were full of it, everybody talked 
of it, and it arrived at its climax in 
the shape of an exciting debate iu the 
Hou?e. That was the middle life of the Central 
American question. The second retiremen 
then followed, preliminary to decease, in which 
a passing allusion in the columns of American 
intelligence was all that remained of former 
grea'ness; and now the fatal goal is reached. 

Oar readers may or may not have observed 
in the column of American intelligence in 
Monday's impression a document with the 
names of Clarendon and Herran appended to it 
This was the copy of a convention betv* een this 
country and the State of Honduras, in Central 
America, and the purport of i' is that the Bay 
Islands, near the coast of Honduras, are consti 
tuted a free territory under the sovereignty of 
Honduras, this country withdrawing from all 
claim of possession, ihis document, Mi h an 
English and an Honduras name to it, finishes 
the great Central American question; Alexan- 
ders dust fi Is up a bunghole; the charges and 
recriminat;on3 of Governments, the rhetoric oi 
Congress and the Houe of Commons, and the 
talk of the political world, repose in this little 
arrangement with a snail, obscure, and remote 
Republic. We m st observe : hat due attention 
seems to be given in this document to the im- 
portance or securing a neutral and independer t 
neighborhood to the important Mhrnus whifh 
divides the two great oceans, and to the canal 
which will probably before lor gcutit. The 
interests of the whole commercial world re- 
quire an independent neighborhood there as a 
security for free and uninterrupted commerce. 
The Republic of Honduras engages "not to 
erect, or to permit to be erected, any f ;m T i;ic a- 
tions on the said isUnds, or eny o her islands in 
the Bay cf Honduras" and the '-contra* tn g 
parties agre to commu'iirate the present con- 
vention to all oiher maritime Powers, and to in- 
vite them to accede t« It n

Loveand Suicide — 'Truth Stranger than Fie 
tion — Infatuation — We yesiciday noticed the 
an est, on a chaige of bigamy, of a womai 
named Elizabeth b^ely — the charge Lavii g been 
preferred by her husband, Joseph Se-ely. A 
bearing was had, and in default of $1,500 bail 
*he was committed, but afterwards released at 
the rfquest of the complainant. Mr. Seely a 
the time manifes'ed the most ardent attachroen 
for his wife, and seemed to b* anxious to place 
her in a proper position; al'hougb wavering be- 
tween love and justice. She was at length al- 
lowed to depart, and the matter was lost si ;hf 
of until to day 

At about «.» o'clock this moinirg, High Con- 
stable Treats, while passing through Independ- 
ence square, noticed a man, apparently intoxi- 
cated, staggering along one of the walkt>. He 
approachtd and recognized him as Mr Seely, 
and, thinking there vvns something strange in 
his appearance, asked a few questions as Le was 
ibout beiig seated. The auowers ^nd the mo- 
ion of the man, who was trying to secrete 
something in his pocket, induced the constable 
to ii quire ''what he had there" and by a quick 
motion to jerk his hand forwarH. He then dis- 
covered a two-ounce phial, labelled "lauda- 
num," and Seely immediately confessed to hav- 
ing taken all ol its contents except a very small 
quantity remaining in the bottom. 

Setly was conveyed to the Mayor*! office, 
and medical assistance sent for. Dr. S. P. 
Brown arrived and administered proper emetics, 
the man being at the same time ktp. in active 
motion, aud shortly after the patient was so 
far recovered as to induce every hope of his ulti- 
mate restoration to health. Sa much for the 
plain, uuvarnished fa-ts iu the ca»e, but more 
was ascertained iu connection with the sub- 
ject. 

Yesterday afternom, aftrr the issue of our 
sheet, we received a le'ter from Joseph Seelv, 
coiifiiming the facts of the bigamy charged, as 
we had stated them, and giving many reasons 
for his apparently singular conduct. It is sta- 
ted that an invidious and designing friend had 
acred a bastardly part towards his wiffj that 
she favoiing him, had deceived her husband at d 
joined in a plot by which she wa.s to flse to 
Uve-po 9 ; that S-ely, on hearing of this plo', 
had procui*d her arrest in older to detain hei 
in this country, and that the acticn had teen 
taken entirely through his aff'ttion tor her. 

This mon insr, upon the would be suicide, 
after his >ash act, another letter was found bv 
a prving individual, directed io the wife. It 
was one of the most touchii g e. istlss that we 
have ever read. Its whole tone was one of the 
utmost tenderness and sensitive fueling. The 
date was this tnorninu, and the avowed intention 
was to commit suicide, and the object of the 
Ittter to declaie his forgivent bs and bid b<r a 
final adieu. Tne document is btf jre u«, but its 
veibatim repetition would in'.errst ouly the 
morbid seekers of th« horrible, and be a libel 
upon the liaer feelings of the fceart. 

Seely, it appears, is an Englishman by birth, 
and la Ins native country wa.* the owner cf a 
farm, upon which la eaily life he resided. He 
served f jr two years and a half in the corxmis- 
sary department of the British army in the Cri- 
mea, and was at 'he battle of Inkermann and 
the storming of Sebastopol. He escaped with 
out a wound. He came to this country tni vis- 
lied Albany, N. Y , where he was introduced 
and married to the person with whom be is now 
so infatuated, aud who lived at Blnghampton, 
N Y. This took place a few week? ago. 

After marriage the couple came to tbis ci'y, 
and the husband ascertained, by the admission 
of his wife, that she bad been previously mar- 
ried, but that her former husband had deserted 
her and taken another spouse, and that she had 
lived an immoral life afiei wards. While tbey 
were sojourning in this city she left Seeiy, with 
some person at present unknown, and this pro- 
ceeding induced Dim to have her arrested for 
her acknowledged crime, bigamy, as stated. 
The course of events since, we have narrated. 

About neon, to-day, the unfortunate man, 
who had partially recovered from the effects of 
the laudanum, attempted again to take his own 
life, by strangulation wiih bis bankercbief, 
while in the cell. He was fortunately detected 
in time to avoid fatal results. He will be sent 
to the almshouse or the hospital. We have 
never before met with so strange an instance of 
infatuation as this just recorded. 

Philadelphia Evening Jour 
Export of British Cattle to the United 
States —During the past week there were 
shipped from Liverpool for New York, on 
board the Antarctic, Capt Stouffer, a most val- 
uable cargo of horses, cattle, sheep, and pigs 
Prominent among them were some splendid 
Southdown sheep from Mr. Lugar's flock, as 
well as the shearling ram bought at his sale for 
80 guineas.

Horrible Affair— A GtTti^ man Scaldtd to 
DcilU by His Oj>h Servant* — Ii was aP.noUi'Ce.l 
in last Saturday's Express that Lewi, B Nor- 
wood, E.q , an influential and wide'y known 
merchan f of Granvilb coun'y, N. C, had come 
to bis de-th on the nigbt of Tuesday, the 2 1st 
MMt. , in a sudden and mysterious manner. About 
his uaua! hour of retiring, 9 o'clock, his over 
seer left him in his chamber. He was ihen in 
bis usual health at d condition, both of mind 
and body. Some 1 wo hours after, his negroes 
reported to the neighbors that he had falfn in 
the fire and been burned to death. The neigh- 
bors mmediately assemh ed and found him a 
corpse. Burns upon d.fferent parts of hi* per- 
son wero discovered, but his hair was not 
singed tven, and his elotbing was without a 
scorch. Under the circumstances, it was sup- 
posed that the burns must have been scalds from 
ho* water. His two I ttle daughters were asleep 
at the time m the chamber, but of course could 
teli nothing of 'he sm'deu and mysterious man- 
ner in which they had been deprived of their 
protector. 

An examination being instituted, suspicion 
rejttd upon his negroes, aud it is now ascer- 
tained that he was foully and shockingly mur- 
dered by two of the slaves From such fac's as 
we have b^en enabled to gather, it seems that a 
negro man belonging to him hnd lor some time 
ab.-enied tumstlf. Mr. Norwood suspected that 
two of his negroes were harboring the runawav, 
and, to prevent a continuance of the practice, 
had for several nights previous to his murder 
locked up the two suspected in an out-house on 
his premises. On the fatal night, however, be 
was s uhned by a blow, and a large pot or Boil- 
ing water, which had been prepared for the pur- 
pose, was poured through a funnel down his 
throat until life became extinct. 

He was tiien conveyed to his chamber, and 
the neighbors apprised cf the death, as we have 
stated above. We understand that two of his 
negroes have bsen arrested and are now in jail. 
Others probably will 09 implicated as partici- 
pants in this diabolical outrage. It is one of 
the moft cruel and atrocious murders that we 
have been called upon to record, and we sin- 
cerely trust that the fiendish perpetrators may 
pay the penalty of the horrid crime by a ftr- 
f«iture of their lives.

Dwabf Pear- — There is i;o subject upon 
which experienced men difl';r so greatly as in 
their views of the value of the dwvrf pear. 
By dwarf pears, we mean tree.* grafted or bud- 
ded oa stock- which so change their habits as 
to make tbem early productive or dwarfish. 
For this purpose several stocks have been ustxf 
with various s iccess. The tborn, the moun- 
tain ash, and the quince each has been found 
to answer the purpose, but experience teaches 
that ths guin.ee is the only stock for dwarfing 
the pear woich offeis a fair chance of a heal- 
thy trap, and In Angers quince, the only varietv 
that answers the purpose well, all other kinds 
being found to produce short-lived trees. The 
Angers quince is a very vigorous variety, and 
it is on this account that it is suitable as a 
stock for the pear. Iaspeakirg therefore of 
dwarf pear?, we wish to te underatoad as refer- 
ring to p^ars worked on Angers quince stock 
and no other. As before stated, Ihere is a 
great difference of opinion as to the value ot 
these dwarf trees. Mauy persons who have as 
they think given them a faithful trial havfc 
pror ounced tbem valuless, while others in simi- 
lar localities have been highly satisfied with 
them. Why is this? Who shall decide as to 
their value when good authoiity is so divided 
in opinio!.? There are a few things to be con- 
sidered in this connection which may explain 
this diversity of experience, which we .will 
men'ion. 

It is well known that as yet but few kicds of 
' are uniformly successfully woiked on the 
a very few which produce better fruit 
on this stock than on their own root, others 
again that do well as dwarfs in some sections 
and totally fail in others, still others that 
seem to flourish for a few years, and probably 
produce one good crop of fruit and then cease 
to grow, and, after lingering a few years truly 
pitiable objects,, with their mossy stems and su- 
perannuated looks, gradually cease to live; an- 
other class totally refuse to grow upon the 
quince at all. These different peculiarities 
have been found out by experience only, and 
From the nature of them it will be seen that 
many cultivators must have bought their ex- 
perience at the expense of years cf disappointed 
expectation. Thousands of trees have been 
sold by honest parties, under the belief thst 
they were well suited to this stock from limited 
experience or for want oi knowledge that they 
were successful only in a limited locality, 
when after a few years more experience they 
could only regret the injury thus unintentional- 
ly put upon innoceLt parties. The great popu 
lanty and consequent demand for dwarf trees 
has compelled a hasty supply furnished by par- 
ties who would now with more experience by 
no means furnish such ex'ensive lists. 

Again, it is found that dwarf pears require 
peculiar treatment or tfcey will entirely fail. Ex- 
perience teaches that allo( the qi'.ince stock, 
no matter bow high from the ground the bud is 
inserted, must be buried under 'he surface a. 
least one inch. The pUilosonny of this is, that 
by keeping th ! close-grained compact quince 
wood alwaj s moist and cool it partakes of the 
nature of the root wood; that it is more porous 
and consequently can supply sap enough to 
keep the more vigorous pear in healthy growth, 
if exposed to the atmosphere, itbe- 
grained as to check »he pear in 
its growth, and ultimately starve it to 0> ath. It 
is on this account and not because the pear 
puts out roots of its own above the point of 
union that this treatment is necessay. 

It is also found to be absolutely necessary to 
give much better culture and an annual dress- 
ing of manure to dwarf trees, or failure may be 
expected; this is requisite because the quince 
roots have but a limited range, and as they thus 
dwarf the pear they must have their food 
placed within their reach. 

From all we can learn on this subject, to- 
gether with a limited experience, we are pre- 
pared toeay that for orchard purposes, except 
to plant between standard trees, dwarf pears 
are of doubtful utility, requiring too much at- 
tention and being attended as yet with too much 
uncertainty to be fully reliable; but for the 
garden, for the amateur, and for limited plan- 
tations they are well suited, and, with a judi- 
cious selection of those kinds only that have 
been well tested, they will in these conditions 
prove highly satisfactory. At present the list 
of those that can be fully relied upon in all lo- 
calities is very limited. The attention of the 
American Pomological Society at their late 
meeting was directed to this subject, and when 
we get their proceedings we will give their list 
of such as can be relied upon in all localities 
Notwithstanding it has been known for seve- 
ral years that no other than the Angers quince 
or some other equally as free-growing variety 
would answer for stocks, thousands are annu- 
ally sold worked on the common orange quince. 
These trees will all of course disappoint their 
owners after receiving three or four years' at- 
tention. As the Angers quince is now

Our own experience with dwarf pears is con- 
iced to six or seven years, but it has been 
highly satisfactory within a limited range of 
Tarieties, yet we may have some kinds doing 
well which would fail at the distance of only a 
few miles, as we have succeeded in planting 
over fifty kinds on the quince stock. The 
only sure way for the novice to avert disap- 
pointment is to plant only such as are uniform- 
ly successful, and of these we now only venture 
to mention the Duckets de Angoulemr, Louise 
Bouue of Jersey, GLont Morceau, and Buffun.

AMERICAN POMOLCGICAL SOCIETY. 

We continue our condensed report of the 
proreediegs of this bedy at Rochester, going 
somewhat into detail in relation to the merits 
of each sort, as we do not often have an op- 
portunity of presenting to our readers such 
widely drawn experience, and which cannot 
fail to be of value, not merely to nurserymen, 
in deciding on the metits of the several sorts 
under discussion, but to fruit-erowess general 
\y throughout the country in making selections 
for planting. 

Osband's Summer pear was highly com- 
manded by all who spoke of it, as a free grower, 
and as a handsom*, good sized, and very fine 
frait. It was placed on the list "promising 
well » 

Beurre Nautais, i»n early autnmn, very fine 
and handsome pear, was placed on the same 
Hst. 

The Gra-lin pear wa6 highly spoken of by 
those who had tried it. 

The Dix brought out many conflicting 
opinions. The quality of the fruit was highly 
approved, but its tardiness of bearing was 
looked upon as a serious objection by several. 
Col. Wilder said he had trees nineteen years 
old that had never heme, and twenty-five years 
old that had not borne a peck. It cracks badly 
on his grounds. It was also stated that B. V. 
French, of Mass., had trees nineteen years 
grafted on old stocks that had never borne. S. 
Walker, of the same region, has found it to 

bear in six years; and Paul, of Mass., had 

dad fruit on grafts but two years old. He re- 
garded it the finest of pears. It had also 
proved excellent and valuable in Indiana. A 
divided vote hsd prevented its being placed on 
the list for general cultivation, and it was ad 
mitted to the list promising well, but not unani- 
mously. 

BUeker's Meadow produced an expression 
of still greater diversity. W. R. Prince highly- 
lauded it, regarding it equal to theSeckel- A. 
H. Ernst, cr Cincinnati, admitted that it was a 
great bearer and fine grower, but the fruit be 
found "perfectly worthless n J. S. Cabot of 
Mass , thought it not worth raising. Dr. 
Brinckle, of Philadelphia, had found it very 
fine, and thought that house-ripening wculd 
have rendered it so in some ii stances where it 
had failed. All admitted its unequalled pro- 
ductiveness, its hardiness, and free growth, and 
it was stricken from the rejected list, where it 
had previously stood, for further trial of its 
merits. 

Passans do Portugal was likewise stricken 
cff '.he r'jected list, as some esteem it. 

Pear? on Quince Stocks. 

The Belle Lucrative was proposed as a sort 
succeeding well on quince. C. M. Hovey ob- 
jected, as it does not succeed well with him. 
With Win. Reid, of New Jersey, it does 
"tolerably well." With P. Barry of Roches- 
ter is grows well, but not equal to some others; 
he has ten year tree3 hat are healthy, but he 
was in brer of evttuu; down the list, and re- 
commendirg those only that will undoubtedly 
succeed. (J. M. Hovey said, thfct, although he 
had tree? twelve years old that grew tolerably 
well, hs thinks its growth not good enoueh to 
recommend it universally to the world at 
large. It was however left on the recommend 
ed list. 

The Beurre d'Amalis, well known as one of 
the finest growers on quince, although of doubt 
ful quality, appears to be gaining more favor in 
the Eastern States. Wa Reid bad found it to 
rot at the core, and to be of only ordinary quali- 
tr. S'-vral had prevented rotting by picking 
early. R Buist said that in cold latitudes or 
high situations it succeeded well — in low and 
warm localities it was more liable to rot. 

Beurre d'Arjou was recommended without a 
s ; ngle objection as well adapted to growth on 
the quince. 

Beurre d'Aremberg — pronounced by M. P. 
W T ilder, J. S Cabot, and others, as a poor 
grower on quince; by Wm. Reid and others, as 
poor in growth on both pear and quince, ana by 
W- R. Prince as "contemptible on quince." 

Beurre Diel, Figue d'Alencan, Louise Bonne 
of Jersey, Duchess Arg-ouleme, Glout Mor- 
ceau, were all highly recommended f jr this 
loodeof culture. 

Napoleon — admitted by all to be a fioe grow- 
er as a d warf , but objected to by several on ac 
count of Its quality A. H. Ernst had found it 
"utterly worthless" at Cincinnati, and Wm. 
Reid regarded it as unworthy of cultivation in 
Ne w Jersey. Nouveau Poiteau Rosteizer, Lang- 
elier, and Soldat laboreur, were all acknowl- 
edged as fine growers, but the latter was object- 
ed to by some rn account of its inferior quality. 
Triomphe de Jodoigne was struck from the list 
of dwarfs, and Urbaniste highly recommended. 
J. S. Cabot said that no pear formed a better 
pyramid than the latter, and M. P. Wilder stat- 
ed that his trees had borne large crops for sev- 
en years, sometimes one barrel on each tree, 
while a dozen specimens had not been obtained 
from similar trees on the pear. F. K. Phoenix, 
of Illinois, said there was no hardier pear in the 
west. Vicar of Wiukfield was recemmended 
as one of the bett for qu«nce. 

White Doyenne or Virgalieu brought out 
much discussion, and many discordant results 
were sta'ed. Cracking of the fruit had proved 
a formidable obstacle to success, in several 
places A H. Ernst said that at Cincinnati, 
after fuilirg for some years, the trees bad re- 
sumed bearing good fruit, showing the impor- 
tance of not rejecting any sort too soon. 

Winter Nelis was proposed, but several ob- 
jected. Kin^sessing was admitted by all who 
nad tried it to form a b jautif ul pyramid, but to 
need longer trial. 

Brandy wine — This had been tried seven years 
each by W. P. Townsend of Lockport, by Wm. 
Reid of New Jersey, and H. E Hooker, of Ro- 
chester, and all had found it to succeed finely 
on the quince. P. Barry, however, did not 
consider this as a sufficiently long trial to war- 
rant a full recommendation for general cultiva- 
tion, as some kinds, the Belle Lucrative for ex 
ample, do well for about ten years, and then 
fail. Beurre Superfin was spoken of like the 
Kingsessing and Brandywine. The Gray Do 
yenne had not generally succeeded well on 
quince. 

Flemish Beauty was fonnd by a number of 
cultivators to be a poor grower at first, but af 
terwards to make a fine tree. Hoeker, of Ro- 
chester, and Saul, of Newburg, could not make 
it grow. 

Doyenne d'Alencon. Epine Dumas, Beurre 
Sterkman, Tyson, and Kirtland, were all highly 
spoken of for this purpose, although trials had 
not extended through many years. Several 
spoke well of Passe Colmar, others said it was 
a "moderate" grower, and a few pronounced it 
"poor." The Buffum was regarded by most as 
"one of the best," but Hovey objected. 

Seckel— Several said "grows well;" others 
"grows very well," Buist said "magnificent'^ 
when double worked. 
dwar6sh enough 
while others remarked 
not grow at all." 

Longevity of Dwarfs — Allusion was made to 
several recent articles from a correspondent in 
the Horticulturist, as tending to discourage the 
culture of the pear as a dwarf, and some gen- 



ked. 8ome thought the Seckel 
already, and an early bearer, 
irked that with them "it would 



tlemen present who had visited the grounds of 
that correspondent, had found that "he knew 
nothing of cultivating pears on quince stocks 
according to modern treatment," as ex-hibited 
by his distorted, badly pruned trees, twelve 
years old. P. Barry, b^ir.g called upon, made 
some remarks showing that annual pruning is 
absolutely necessary, that the branches woul. 
over-bear unless portions were pruned out, and 
that even the best varieties might die out fro n 
overbearing. Col. Wilder had trees in heaithy 
growth, 25 years old. and mentioned instances 
of trees in Europe 100 years old. W R. Prince 
said that the frees in the gaiden of the London 
Horticultural Society at Chiswick are over 3"? 
yea-s old and are now flourishing. 

Grapes. 

The Isabella, Catawba, and Diana being al- 
ready on the list for general cultivation, the 
Delaware was proposed to be added. Charles 
Downing had found it »ne if the best, haidy, 
and ripening well. Dr. Brinckle thought it a 
firs'-rate native grape— Dr. Grant had found it 
perfectly hardy, and stated that it was first dis- 
covered in New Jersey, and has been in Ohio 
some 25 or 30 years. It was added to the list 
of those that "premise well " 

A. Saul proposed the Rebecca— it was pro- 
nounced tender, because partly of exotic pa- 
rentage, not intrinsically hardy. C. Downing 
said it was perfectly hardy, but a moderate 
grower, and Dr. Grant stated that it had endu- 
red three winters, with a portiou of intensely 
severe weather, uninjured. It was recommend- 
ed as promising well. 

Dr. Grant proposed the To Kalon Prince 
and Hovey could hardly distinguish it from Ca- 
tawba, and therefore thought not worth while 
to recommend it. C. Downing said it was 
quite a distinct grape from the Catawba, and 
darker and better than either that or Isabella. 
Dr. Grant said it was wholly different from the 
Catawb*, being "nearly black" in color. A. 
Saul said it was "black," and thought it better 
than either of the others mentioned. Dr. Grant 
thonghc it one week earlier than Isabella, and 
C. Downing as ripening at the same time as the 
Catawba. It was left for further examina- 
tion. 

Graham grape, of Philadelphia. R. Buist 
recommei ded this, being a pure native sort, 
while several other of the new Pennsylvania 
kinds were from the exotic species, or vitjs 
vinifeta. 

Union Village— the character of this was pro- 
nounced much the same as that of the Isabella, 
but a little earlier. It was commended as 
"promising well " 

Concoid C Downing had fruittd it ard 
found it about 10 days earlier than the Isabel 
la— Col. Fro3t of Sciiuyler county, about six 
davs before Isabella— W. Reid of New Jersev 
h*d found it a wvek earlier, ai,d had formed a 
more favorable opinion of it than seeing it at 
Boston H. E. Hooker of Rochester said that 
on ui3 grounds it was not so early as Diana, but 
ripen* d about the same time as Isabella. 

A fact was stated by Hanfoid of Indi- 
ana, showing the importance of a dry bottom 
for grapes. On a porous soil, vines had with- 
stood 31 deg. belcw zero, but on impervious 
subsoil they were killed. 

apples. 

Several of the fine standard sorts at the Eist 
succeed but imperfectly at the Southwest, more 
particularly the Rhode Island Gieening. The 
Benoni has been found fine thro igh the West, 
and, with the Parnate, was recommended for 
general cultivation. 

Rainbo. This had proved fiie throughout 
the West and in California — had been one of 
the hardiest trees far the hard winters of the 
West. E D. Hobbs, of Kentucky, said his 
young nursery and orchard trees had withstood 
26 degrees below zero uninjured Atthe Norih 
it is smaller, and need3 a rich soil. In New 
Jersey and eastern Pennsylvania it has some- 
what deteriorated — fine in western Pennsylva- 
nia. It was recommended for general cultiva- 
tion by a strong vote. 

King, of Tompkins county, N. Y , had mauy 
vote- for placing it on the list for general culti- 
vation, but, a few being against this, it was re- 
commended as promising well. The Wagener 
was placed on the same list. The High-Top 
Sweeting (same as Summer Sweet and Sweet 
June), which has proved especially valuable 
throughout the West, was adopted for general 
cultivation. The Carolina Red June (rlpering 
closely after Early Harvest and for several 
weeks succeeding) was recommended as prom- 
ising well. 

The Jonathan elicited higher praise from all 
quarters than we expected. J. H. Whitney, of 
Koches'er, said that two trees on his grounds 
10 years old had borne more than any ten oth- 
ers. Another case was mentioned of a tree In 
Cayuga county which bore a bushel the filth 
year from transplanting. Through the West 
'he fruit is large and fine. It was pi iced on the 
list for general cultivation by a large and gene- 
ral vote. 

PEACHES. 

Bergen's Yellow was pronounced unproduc- 
tive in Western New York and North Caroli- 
na—in Indiana, productive and fine. Sirrate 
Early York blights badly in North Carolina 
Gros Mignon, unproductive in different places 
Morris White, very tender in Northern Indiana 
Crawford's Early succeeds everywhere, and 
was adopted for general cultivation. The Sus- 
quehannah, one of the largest and finest Penn- 
sylvania sorts, was placed on the list, promising 
well. 

Hili's Chili, recommended by Dr. Sylvester, 
as "yellow fleshed, fne, though hardly first 
rate — productive, late, and fine for market;" 
and by H. E Hooker, as "well known, homely, 
but productive and fine," was recommended as 
promising well. Oldmixoa Cling was adopted 
as worthy of general cultivation. Large White 
Cling, recommended in Downing'a work on 
fruits, brought out conflicting views, and was 
erased. Dr. Brinckle proposed Gorgas, a seed- 
ling from Morris's White, but twice its size, 
and with a red skin and white flesh— adopted 
as promising well. Madeleine de Courson,and 
Hatif de Ferriers, were also similarly adopted. 
Early Tillotson was stated by - Hanford 
of Northern Indiana to have no equal there as 
an early, productive, and fine peach; 



West brook said it was highly esteemed in North 
Carolina — but several at the north objected to 

its strong liability to mildew. Thomp- 

son,of California, said that the Strawberry peach 
proved fine there. 

CHERRIES. 

Black Eagle — unproductive in North Caro- 
lia — in Massachusetts, always takes the first 
prizes, and is dedidedly the best variety, ac- 
cording to Col. Wilder. The Downton was 
erased .'rom the general list, for its unproduc- 
tiveness. The Napoleon Bigarreau was stated 
to rot badly in Massachusetts and in some parts 
of Western New York— while it was stroDgly 
recommended as succeeding well in New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Newburgh, N. 
Y., and in Northern Indiana. It was put on 
the list "for certain localities." American Am- 
ber — conflicting opinions as t<> its productive- 
ness. The Belle de Choisy was generally re- 
garded as unproductive-— the Rockport Bigar- 
reau was placed on the list "promising well." 
Belle d' Orleans, Coe's Transparent, Early pur- 
ple Guignt, Gov. Wood, and Reine Hortense 
Were all promoted to the list for general cultiva- 



tion. 



PLUMS 

Frost Gage was erased from the list on ac- 
count of its liability to the black knot. 

McLaughlin Ccl Wilder said it bad prov- 
ed exceedingly fine away in Maine and Nova 
Scotia, where the m*rcury go«-s to 30 degrees 
bebw zero, and everywhere else he has heard 
fiora it — tree very hardy, and tr.e grower and 
bearer, and fruit about equal 'o (Jreen Gage. 

The White Damson, Fellenoerg or Lilian 
Prune, Duane's Purple, German Prune, Go. 
Hind. B adshaw, Large Black Imperial, and 
Pond's Seedling, were placed on the list of 
these promising well. Prince's Yellow Gage 
and Lombard were recommended for general 



RASPBERRIES. 

Orange and French were placed on the list 
for general cultivation, and the following re- 
commended a-< promising well, viz: Cushivg, 
Cote, Thunderer (from Rivers, resembles Fra:.- 
conia), O'xio Everbearing, .American Red Pro- 
lific, and Catauissa The American Red Pro- 
lific was said by W. R Prince to be the great 
market raspberry of New York city, hrbit like 
that of Blackcap — also recommended by W. 
Lawton and others. 8ome had found it badly 
affected by bl'ght or fungus on the leaves. The 
Catawissa was pronounced by Dr. Brinckle as 
the best bearer he ever saw. Prince »a»d it is 
a perpetual variety of the American Prolific, 
already named. 

STRAWBERRIES 

McAvoy's Superior, Hooker, Genesee and 
Longworth's Prol fic, were recommended as 
promising well. 

New York city was designated as the place 
for holding the next biennial session of the 
American Pomological Society.
